Recom- 
mendations were made that other investigators attempt a reversal of with- 
drawal^ syndrome through the introduction of sensory stimuli into the 
patients' environment. The article stated that some statistically signficant 
effects were demonstrable even if no information was gained aS to the 
mechanism by which flowers exert effects on mental patients. Several 
other authors (Brooks, Pooenheim, Flournoy, O'Connor, Watson, and 
liurlingame) have suggested the positive influence of plants on human nur- 
turing.
